M ary Mattox shares a common ex- 
pense among juniors — food. 


Almost half of those polled 
still get their money the old 
fashioned way — from their 
parents. More juniors are get- 
ting jobs, however, and 32% 
are earning their money 
themselves. 28% are receiv- 


ing money from both sources. 

Where does the Class of “89 
spend their money? The ma- 
jority (69%) of the class 
spends money at the movies. 
Other junior expenditures are 
for clothing (58%), dates 
(30%), school sports games 
(9%), and other miscella- 
neous costs such as albums or 
tapes, parties, gas, and as one 
junior put it, “the stuff my 
parents won't get me.” 

How much are juniors will- 
ing to pay? On the average, 
the most money spent each 
month is for clothes, at $70.00 
per junior, but as Rachel 
Olitsky explained, ‘it de- 
pends on the season.’ The 
cost of entertainment for the 
class averages over $30.00 a 
month. Other expenses, such 
as music, food, and gas, come 
in at about $40.00 a month.

ultural experiences aren’t uncom- 
mon in the foreign language de- 
partment, but this fall when Lake Brad- 
dock had it’s biggest cultural exchange 
yet Subschool II was the host.

None of the Bulgarians could speak English 
sO everyone communicated through inter- 
preters. After lunch the group went to third 
period, so the visitors could experience an 
American classroom. 

“It was a lot of fun — they enjoyed it and 
we enjoyed it,” commented Brian Baker 
who was paired with Plamen Prokopiev 
lovtchev. Everyone was sorry when it was 
time for the Bulgarian troupe to leave. As 
Tess Owens, Subschool II secretary put it, 
“We fell in love with them. We wished they 
could stay.”

Making the grade? 


D o increased pay and 
closer observation 
create better teachers? That 
was the question the Fair- 
fax County school system 
set out to answer this year 
as the first leg of the new 
merit pay program took ef- 
fect. Teachers were both 
hopeful and worried. 
“Responsibility and ac- 
countability are great,’”’ re- 
marked one, ‘’but could we 
find a way to cut down on 
the stress?” 

Much of the pressure 
came from the new oppor- 
tunity experienced teachers 
had to try out for Career 
Level II, a position that will 
carry increased pay, pres- 
tige, and responsibilities. 
“It was hard to decide 
whether to go for Level II,” 
said one long-term teacher. 
“If I’m not declared 
‘skillful’ or ‘exemplary,’ 
does that mean that I’ve 
just been mediocre all 
these years?” 

Even teachers not eligi- 
ble for Level II had six 
classroom observations — 
three unannounced. Many 
teachers expressed concern 
that their overall evalua- 
tion would be based on a

few short visits. For those 
not satisfied with their 
evaluation, an appeals pro- 
cess will be available. 

And how did the stu- 
dents view all this? “‘It 
makes them nervous,” ob- 
served Jenifer Powell . ‘’] 
think it’s good for them be- 
cause it lets them know 
how they’re doing,” said 
Nina Adams.
